1 . (Currently amended) An enclosed carton for carrying a plurality of 
containers , each container of the plurality of containers having substantially the same 
size and shape and having a top end and a bottom end , each bottom end having a 
bottom diameter, 

with th e top e nd of e ach contain e r having a diam e t e r small e r than th e bottom 

e ach said contain e r b e ing of the sam e siz e and shap e a s e very other contain e r 
in said plurality 

e ach said container having a longitudinal axis which is orient e d parallel to th e 
longitudinal axis of every oth e r container in said plurality wh e n load e d into th e 
carton, and 

the carton comprising: 

(a) a bottom panel, top panel, and first and second adjoining side panels 
attached to the top panel by first and second fold lines, and ends which are 
closed by foldably attached end flaps, 

and with said carton b e ing d e sign e d so that th e plurality of contain e rs it 
is d e sign e d to hold can b e accommodat e d with their longitudinal ax e s b e ing 
the longitudinal axis of each container of the plurality of containers being 
perpendicular to the planes of the top and bottom panels with and the top end 
of th e contain e rs being each container being located adjacent to the top panel; 
and 
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(b) said top pan e l having a first dispenser opening which i s at least larg e ly 
located in the top panel with any remaining portion located in and the first 
adjoining side panel for th e r e moval of said containers on e at a tim e, 

the first dispenser opening having a height approximately equal to the 
bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

the first dispenser opening having a width equal to two to three times 
the bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

said disp e nser opening being siz e d to b e slightly larger than th e 
diameter of th e bottom of from two to thr ee containers, 

said the first dispenser opening being locat e d approximately 
e quidistanc e equidistant between the ends of said the carton adjac e nt a fold 
line betw ee n th e top pan e l and an adjoining sid e pan e l ; 

said the first dispenser opening optionally being closed by a dispenser 
flap that is coextensive with the first dispenser openin g; and 

said the dispenser flap b e ing attached to said top pan e l being defined by 
a first tear line that extends at least most of th e distance around said flap 
extending across the top panel and the first adjoining side panel; and 

each container of the plurality of containers being dispensed through 
the dispenser opening by gravity feed. 

said tear lin e having suffici e nt attachm e nt points to r e sist t e aring by th e 
contain e rs in th e carton that ar e adjac e nt said dispensing flap, and with m e ans 
to e nabl e a person to grasp th e disp e nser flap for t e aring it from th e carton 
e xposing th e dispens e r opening. 

2. (Currently amended) The carton of claim 1 A which ha s two disp e ns e r 
openings, e ach op e ning b e ing adjac e nt to a fold lin e b e tw e en th e top pan e l and a sid e 
panel further comprising a second dispenser opening located in the top panel and 
second adjoining side panel 
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3. (Currently amended) The enclosed carton of claim h wherein in which 
said the width of the first dispenser opening is siz e d to be slightly larger than the 
diameter of th e bottom e nd of two contain e rs two times the bottom diameter of one 
container of the plurality of containers, and said disp e ns e r opening e xt e nds partially 
into the adjoining sid e pan e l, 

4. (Currently amended) The enclosed carton of claim 3 , further 
comprising a finger flap adjacent the dispenser flap for tearing the dispenser flap from 
the carton, in which th e m e ans to e nable a p e rson to grasp th e disp e nser flap for 
tearing it from th e carton compris e s 

the finger flap comprising : 

V shaped fold lines in the sid e pan e l adjacent said disp e ns e r flap, first 
adjoining side panel; 

said V shap e d fold lin e s having two push tabs foldably attached to said the V 
shaped fold lines , with said push tabs and located between said the V shaped fold 
lines, 

said the two push tabs being separated from each other by a second tear line; 
from each oth e r, with a t e ar lin e s e parating th e push tabs from th e disp e nser

the push tabs being separated from the dispenser flap by a third tear line; and 
said the push tabs being designed to be pushed inwardly by a person opening 

the dispenser flap so that a person can grasp the dispenser flap for e asy tearing it from 

th e carton . 

5. (Currently amended) The enclosed carton of claim 1 3 wherein in which 
said the width of the first dispenser opening is siz e d to b e slightly larger than the 
diam e t e r of the bottom e nd of thr ee contain e rs three times the bottom diameter of one 
container of the plurality of containers , said disp e nser op e ning b e ing locat e d at l e ast 
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n e arly e ntirely in th e top pan e l adjac e nt a fold lin e b e tw e en th e top panel and 
adjoining sid e panel. 

6. (Currently amended) The enclosed carton of claim 5 , further 
comprising a finger flap adjacent the dispenser flap for tearing the dispenser flap from 
the carton, in which th e m e ans to e nable a p e rson to grasp th e di s p e nser flap for 
t e aring it from th e carton compris e s 

the finger flap comprising : 

V shaped fold lines in the sid e panel adjacent said disp e ns e r flap, first 
adjoining side panel; 

said V shap e d fold lin e s having two push tabs foldably attached to said the V 
shaped fold lines , with said push tabs and located between said the V shaped fold 
lines, 

said the two push tabs being separated from each other by a second tear line; 
from each oth e r, with a tear lin e separating the push tabs from th e disp e nser

the push tabs being separated from the dispenser flap by a third tear line; and 
said the push tabs being designed to be pushed inwardly by a person opening 

the dispenser flap so that a person can grasp the dispenser flap for e asy t e aring it from 

th e carton , 

7. (Currently amended) The enclosed carton of claim 5 , further 
comprising which has a starting tab located in the top panel immediately adjacent the 
dispenser flap, said starting tab being separated from the dispenser flap by a sixth tear 
line to which it is connected by a t e ar lin e, with said starting flap tab being connected 
to the top panel by a third fold line, said starting flap is tab being designed so that a 
person can easily grasp the dispenser flap to tear it loose from the carton. 
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8. (Currently amended) The enclosed carton of claim 1 3 wherein in which 
the first tear line extends completely around the dispenser flap. 

9. (Currently amended) The carton of claim 1 3 further comprising which 
has a coupon attached to the inside of said the first dispenser flap. 

10. (Currently amended) The carton of claim 1 , further comprising which 
has a coupon attached to the outside of the first dispenser flap. 

1 1 . (Currently amended) An enclosed carton for carrying a plurality of 
containers , each container of the plurality of containers having substantially the same 
size and shape and having a top end and a bottom end , each bottom end having a 
bottom diameter, 

with th e top e nd of each contain e r having a diam e ter smaller than th e bottom 

e ach said contain e r being of th e sam e siz e and shap e as ev e ry oth e r contain e r 
in said plurality 

e ach said container having a longitudinal axis which is orient e d parallel to th e 
longitudinal axis of e v e ry oth e r contain e r in said plurality wh e n load e d into th e 
carton, and 

the carton comprising: 

(a) a bottom panel, top panel, and first and second adjoining side panels 
attached to the top panel by first and second fold lines, and ends which are 
closed by foldably attached end flaps, 

and with said carton being d e sign e d so that the plurality of contain e rs it 
is d e signed to hold can b e accommodat e d with th e ir longitudinal ax e s b e ing 
the longitudinal axis of each container of the plurality of containers being 
perpendicular to the planes of the top and bottom panels w#h and the top end 
of th e contain e rs each container being located adjacent te the top panel; and 
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(b) said top panel having a first dispenser opening sized to be slightly larger 
than the diam e t e r of the bottom end ends of two containers of said plurality of 
containers, and said first dispenser opening e xt e nds extending partially into the 
first adjoining side panel, said first dispenser opening being located 
approximately equidistanc e equidistant between the ends of the carton 
adjacent a the first fold line between the top panel and an the first adjoining 
side panel, said dispenser opening optionally being closed by a dispenser flap 
that is co-extensive with the first dispenser opening, said dispenser flap being 
attached to said top panel by a first tear line that extends around said dispenser 
flap, said first tear line having sufficient attachment points to resist tearing by 
the containers in the carton that are adjacent said dispenser flap, said carton 
having V shaped fold lines in the sid e pan e l adjac e nt said dispenser opening 
first adjoining side panel , said V shaped fold lines having two push tabs 
foldably attached to said V shaped fold lines, with said push tabs located 
between said V shaped fold lines, said two tabs being separated by a second 
tear line A from e ach oth e r, with a tear lin e s e parating th e push tabs from the 
disp e nser flap said push tabs being separated from the dispenser flap by a third 
tear line , said push tab being designed to be pushed inwardly by a person 
opening the dispenser flap so that a person can grasp the dispenser flap for 
easy tearing it from the carton. 

12. (Currently amended) The carton of claim 1 1 A which has two disp e ns e r 
op e nings, e ach op e ning b e ing adjac e nt to a fold line betwe e n th e top pan e l and a side 
panel further comprising a second dispenser opening located in the top panel and 
second adjoining side panel . 

13. (Currently amended) An enclosed carton for carrying a plurality of 
containers , each container of the plurality of containers having substantially the same 
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size and shape and having a top end and a bottom end , each bottom end having a 
bottom diameter, 

with the top e nd of e ach contain e r having a diamet e r small e r than th e bottom 

e ach said contain e r b e ing of th e sam e siz e and shape as e very oth e r container 
in said plurality 

e ach said container having a longitudinal axis which is ori e nt e d parallel to th e 
longitudinal axis of e v e ry other contain e r in said plurality wh e n load e d into th e 
carton, and 

the carton comprising: 

(a) a bottom panel, top panel, and first and second adjoining side panels 
attached to the top panel by first and second fold lines, and foldably attached 
end flaps, 

and with said carton b e ing design e d so that th e plurality of contain e rs it 
is d e sign e d to hold can b e accommodat e d with th e ir longitudinal ax e s b e ing 
the longitudinal axis of each container of the plurality of containers being 
perpendicular to the planes of the top and bottom panels with and the top end 
of th e containers each container being located adjacent te the top panel; aad 

(b) said top pan e l having a first dispenser opening located in the top panel 
adjacent the first fold line between the top panel and the first adjoining side 
panel 

which is siz e d to b e slightly larger than th e diameter of th e bottom end 
of thre e containers, said dispenser op e ning b e ing locat e d at l e ast n e arly 
e ntir e ly in th e top panel adjacent a fold lin e b e tw ee n the top pan e l and 
adjoining sid e pan e l, 

the first dispenser opening having a height approximately equal to the 
bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

the first dispenser opening having a width approximately equal to three 
times the bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers: 
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said the first dispenser opening being locat e d approximately 
equidistanc e equidistant between the ends of the carton; 

said the first dispenser opening optionally being closed by a dispenser 
flap that is coextensive with the first dispenser openin g; and 

said the first dispenser flap being attach e d to th e top pan e l defined by a 
first tear line that extends around said dispenser flap; and 

said lin e having suffici e nt attachm e nt points to r e sist t e aring by th e 
contain e rs in th e carton that ar e adjacent said disp e ns e r flap, 

(c) said carton having a finger flap comprising: 

a V shaped fold line lines in the first adjoining side panel; sid e pan e l 
adjac e nt said op e ning disp e nser , 

said V shap e d fold lin e s having two push tabs foldably attached to said 
the V shaped fold lines , with said push tabs and located between said the V 
shaped fold lines, 

said the two push tabs being separated from each other by a second tear 

line; 

from each oth e r, with a t e ar lin e s e parating the push tabs from th e 
disp e ns e r flap 

the push tabs being separated from the dispenser flap by a third tear 
line; and 

said the push tabs being designed to be pushed inwardly by a person 
opening the dispenser flap so that a person can grasp the dispenser flap fer 
e asy t e aring it from the carton . 

14. (Currently amended) The enclosed carton of claim 13 , further 
comprising which has a starting tab located in the top panel immediately adjacent the 
dispenser flap , said starting tab being separated from the dispenser flap by a fourth 
tear line to which is conn e ct e d by a t e ar lin e, with said starting flap tab being 
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connected to the top panel by a third fold line, said starting flap is tab being designed 
so that a person can easily grasp the dispenser flap to tear it from the carton. 

15. (New) An enclosed carton for carrying a plurality of containers, each 
container of the plurality of containers having substantially the same size and shape 
and having a top end and a bottom end, each bottom end having a bottom diameter, 

the carton comprising: 

(a) a bottom panel, top panel, first and second adjoining side panels attached to 
the top panel by first and second fold lines, and ends which are closed by 
foldably attached end flaps, 

the longitudinal axis of each container of the plurality of containers 
being perpendicular to the planes of the top and bottom panels and the top end 
of each container being located adjacent the top panel; and 

(b) a first dispenser opening located in the top panel and the first adjoining 
side panel, 

the first dispenser opening having a height approximately equal to the 
bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

the first dispenser opening having a width approximately equal to two 
times the bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

the first dispenser opening being approximately equidistant between the 
ends of the carton; 

the first dispenser opening optionally being closed by a dispenser flap 
that is coextensive with the first dispenser opening; and 

the dispenser flap being defined by a first tear line extending across the 
top panel and the first adjoining side panel. 

16. (New) An enclosed carton for dispensing a plurality of containers by 
gravity feed, each container of the plurality of containers having substantially the 
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same size and shape and having a top end and a bottom end, each bottom end having 
a bottom diameter, 

the carton comprising: 

(a) a bottom panel, top panel, first and second adjoining side panels attached to 
the top panel by first and second fold lines, and ends which are closed by 
foldably attached end flaps, 

the longitudinal axis of each container of the plurality of containers 
being perpendicular to the planes of the top and bottom panels and the top end 
of each container being located adjacent the top panel; and 

(b) a first dispenser opening located in the top panel and the first adjoining 
side panel, 

the first dispenser opening having a height approximately equal to the 
bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

the first dispenser opening having a width approximately equal to two 
times the bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

the first dispenser opening being approximately equidistant between the 
ends of the carton; 

the first dispenser opening being closed by a dispenser flap that is 
coextensive with the first dispenser opening; and 

the dispenser flap being defined by a first tear line extending across the 
top panel and the first adjoining side panel. 

17. (New) An enclosed carton for dispensing a plurality of containers by 
gravity feed,, each container of the plurality of containers having substantially the 
same size and shape and having a top end and a bottom end, each bottom end having 
a bottom diameter, 

the carton comprising: 
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(a) a bottom panel, top panel, first and second adjoining side panels attached to 
the top panel by first and second fold lines, and ends which are closed by 
foldably attached end flaps, 

the longitudinal axis of each container of the plurality of containers 
being perpendicular to the planes of the top and bottom panels and the top end 
of each container being located adjacent the top panel; and 

(b) a first dispenser opening located in the top panel adjacent the first fold line 
between the top panel and the first adjoining side panel, 

the first dispenser opening having a height approximately equal to the 
bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

the first dispenser opening having a width approximately equal to three 
times the bottom diameter of one container of the plurality of containers; 

the first dispenser opening being approximately equidistant between the 
ends of the carton; 

the first dispenser opening optionally being closed by a dispenser flap 
that is coextensive with the first dispenser opening; and 

the dispenser flap being defined by a first tear line extending across the 
top panel and the first adjoining side panel. 
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
